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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 16-30, drawn to a system for actuating an emboli containment 
device, classified in class 604, subclass 96.01 . 

II. Claims 31-50, drawn to an adaptor for controlling actuation of an 
expandable device, classified in class 604, subclass 99.01.

In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because there are alternative ways to 
enable expansion of an expandable device, and therefore the other types of adaptors 
that conventional in the art can be utilized to enable expansion.
